Philippine ferry death toll climbs 

to 38, as oil leaks

More than SOD passengers 
and crew were aboard the 
ferry, which sank within ID 
minutes of impact. 

"It is possible that there 
are air p ockets m its comp art- 
merits and there might be sur¬ 
vivors, * Navy spokesman 
Lieutenant Commander Gre¬ 
gor/ Fabic told AFP, adding 
people could survive for 72 
hours in such conditions. 

"Tliere is still hope that 
there might just b e survivors 
there." 

However by nightfall the 
navy and coastguard divers 
had not been able to reach the 
interior of the vessel, with 
strong currents and choppy 


waves hampering efforts, and 
only dead bodies from its 
outer areas had been recov¬ 
ered 

M eanwhi 1 e leaking a il 
from the vessel added a new 
front to the disaster response, 
spreading for more than five 
kilometres (three miles) and 
into coastal villages, fishing 
grounds and mangroves 

At one area about five 
kilometres from the disaster 
site, mangroves were coated 
in black oil at low tide, and 
birds waded amid shallow 
water covered in a rainbow 
sheen, according to an AFP 
rep orter.

France urges Saudi, Qatar 
to help resolve Egypt crisis 


PARIS (AFP) - France on 
Sunday called an Saudi Ara¬ 
bia and Qatar to help find a 
solution tD the crisis in Egypt 
as it received senior diplo¬ 
mats from the two rival re¬ 
gional powers. 

Qatar, considered an ally 
of ousted Egyptian president 
Mohamed Morsi's Muslim 
Bid therhoad, has strongly 
condemned the intervention 
by the authorities against the 
Islamist leader's supporters 

Saudi Arabia, meanwhile, 
has declared its support far 
Egypt's army-ins tailed in¬ 
terim government and the 
stand it has taken" against ter¬ 
rorism" 

Receiving the Saudi for¬ 
eign minister, Prince Saud ah 
Faisal, French President 
Francois Hollande invoked 
the "duty" of countries that 


have "a relationship of trust 
and fn end ship (with Egypt) 
to end the violence" so that 
political dialogue can begin 

"It is unacceptable that 
there is violence of this level 
in a great country like 
Egypt," said Hollande. 

Clashes between security 
forces and Morsi supporters 
have claimed almost 300 
lives m the past five days. 

Hollande spoke of the 
"shared responsibility" of 
Arab and European countries 
including France to ensure 
the authorities in Egypt 
"allow the holding of elec¬ 
tions within a short time 
frame 

French Foreign Minister 
Laurent Fabius also received 
Ins Qatari counterpart Sun¬ 
day and stressed the need far 
"dialogue" in Egypt.

LONDON (AFP) - British po¬ 
ll ce said Saturday they were ex¬ 
amining new mfonnation about 
the 1997 death of Diana, 
princess of Wales, reportedly in¬ 
cluding ail allegation that she 
was murdered by a 3 ntish mili¬ 
tary figure. 

Scotland Yard police headquar¬ 
ters said it was checking the 
credibility of recently received 
information about die deaths of 
the princess and her boyfriend 
Dodi Fayed. 

They were tailed in a car crash 
in a Pans underpass in the early 
hours of August 31,1997, along 
with their driver, H enri Paul 
Citing a military source, 
Britain's damesti c Press Associ¬ 
ation news agency said it under¬ 
stood the allegation was made 
by the former parents-in-law of 
an ex-s d 1 dier, base d on informa¬ 
tion he had talked about in the 
past.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States is investigating 
JPMorgan over its bring prac¬ 
tices in China, the company 
confirmed Sunday. 

The New York Times had 
earlier rep orted that the invest¬ 
ment batik was under investi¬ 
gation over claims it hired the 
children of influential Chinese 
officials to secure business in 
the country. 

"We publicly disclosed tbs 
matter m our 10-Q filing last, 
week, and are fully cooperat¬ 
ing with regulators," company 
spokesman Mark Komblau 
told AFP when asked ab out the 
report. 

Tire US Securities and Ex¬ 
change Commission filing 
confirmed that there had been 
a request from regulators for 
"information and documents 
relating to, among other mat¬ 
ters, the firm's employment of 
certain farmer employees in 
Hang Kong and its business 
r el ati on ship s with c ert ain 
clients." 

Tire filing did not provide 
further details. 

The Times had cited one 
case where the bank hired the 
son of Tang Shuangmng, a for¬

New 4-strain flu vaccine 
gets FDA approval 



—The U.S. Food and Drug Administration approved a 
shot for four flu strains - after approving a similar vac¬ 
cine in December - as preventives against the virus that 
kills thousands of Americans each year. Both vaccines 
were developed by pharmaceutical giant GlaxoSmithK¬ 
line after public health officials repeatedly wrongly pre¬ 
dicted which flu strains would be the most dominant. 
GSK plans to deliver about 10 million doses for the up¬ 
coming flu season, along witii at least 12 million doses 
of the traditional flu vaccine made for three strains. The 
two GSK vaccines - Fluiavaf Quadrivalent and Fluarix 
Quadrivalent - are approved for children as young as 3 
years old. 
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Israel takes polio vaccination

JERUSALEM (AFP) - Israel 
took its polio vaccination cam¬ 
paign nationwide on Sunday, 
saying a two -week vaccination 
effort m the south was not 
enough to curb the threat of an 
outbreak of the vims.

German energy giants pull 
plug on conventional power 


BERLIN (AFF) - German 
power company RWE is shut¬ 
ting six domestic plants and 
rival E ON is threatening to re¬ 
locate to Turkey as the sector 
tots up the cost of the govern¬ 
ment's energy policy turn¬ 
around 

Ever since Chancellor An¬ 
gela Merkel announced a 
phase-out of nuclear energy 
over the next decade and 
pledged to generate as much as 
SO percent af the country's 
electricity from renewables by 
2 0 5 D, bi g quest! on m ark s ti ave 
been hanging over the future 
of coal and gas-frred plants in 
Germany. 

Merkel, seeking a third term 
in general elections an Sep¬ 
tember 22, is a staunch sup¬ 
porter of tins hugely popular 
policy move 

But the turnaround is de¬ 
priving utilities, including 
market leaders RWE and 
E.ON, of massive profits fram 
their atomic plants and turning 
their gas and coal-fired sta¬ 
tions into loss-makers as they 
are sidelined by rival renew¬ 
able sources of energy. 

Last week, the two biggest, 
players in the German sector 
unveiled steep drops in profits, 
and “many of our plants are 
operating at a 1 dss,“ com¬ 
plained RWE's finance chief 
Bernhard Guenther 

Indeed, RWE announced 
that it would shut down a num¬ 
ber of plants — representing 
combined capacity of 4,30Q 
megawatts -- in both Germany 
and the Netherlands. And more 
could follow, Guenther 
warned. 

The networks agency that 
oversees such closures has re¬ 
ceived 15 such apphcatians 
since the end af 2012, accord¬ 
ing to a spokeswoman.

RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Brazil is to auction 240 on¬ 
shore blocks for gas explo¬ 
ration in 12 states in 
November, according to the 
country's national petroleum 
agency ANP. 

Tiie agency said last week 
that, the 12th licensing round 
would involve blocks cover¬ 
ing lbS,34E square kilome¬ 
ters m the states of' 
Amazonas, Acre, Tocantins, 
Alagoas, Sergipe, Piaui, 
Mato Grosso, Goias, Bahia, 
Maranhao, Parana and Sao 
Paulo. 

It said 110 blocks would be 
m remote regions such as the 
northern state of Acre which 
pose technological chal¬ 
lenges to jiroducers.

The snakes, which ranged in 
length from 30 centimeters to 
1 4 meters, were in poor health 
and have been taken in by the

-A video released by Brazil¬ 
ian authorities has captured 
a fleeting glimpse of an in¬ 
digenous tribe in the Ama¬ 
zonian jungle that is thought 
to have had minimal contact 
with the outside world. The 
rare video shows one tribe 
member carrying a young, 
another with a bow; one of 
the indigenous was seem¬ 
ingly intrigued by the cam¬ 
era, another startled. The 
Kawahiva tribe was first re¬ 
ported by loggers in 1999 
and a reservation was cre¬ 
ated in the western state of 
Mato Grosso, which gave 
the tribe permanent and ex¬ 
clusive possession to their 
traditional lands. However, 

the tribes are still thought to face threats from loggers and farmers. Brazil’s National Indian Foundation has Just re¬ 
leased the footage filmed in £011. In £007, the agency reported 67 uncontacted tribes in Brazil in £007. It meant Brazil 
passed New Guinea as the nation with most indigenous tribes, in spite of 98 reportedly being wiped out between 
1900 and 1967. Archaeological studies have found Brazil’s indigenous genetically similar to Australian Aborigines. 
The nomadic tribe relies on hunting and fishing for sustenance, according to FUNAi. FUNA1 reports that the 
Kawahiva tribe, may have numbered about 50 people in the past, but that It suspects the population has dwindled 
in recent years because the tribeswomen and tribesmen have stopped having children because "they are constantly 
fleeing loggers and other intruders," the group said on its website, going on to suggest that the tribe is facing a 
genocide. According to the website LiveLeak, the video was shot by Jair C and or, reportedly an em ployee of FUNAI.
